ſome little Change in the Domes, and the Or- 
ders of the Pillars. We viſited the Amidan, 
which was formerly called the Hypodrome,

Miſtake me not! when 1 ſpeak thus of the

allow'd, that to ſuch a Height has Impiety 
ariſen in this degenerate Age, as to give too 
much Room for ſuch Reflection; and daily 
Experience ſhews us, that Prieſts are no more 
Proof againſt Temptation, than any other Or- 
der of Mankind ; that they too ſacrifice to Ve- 
nality and Self- love the ſacred Ordinances which 
they are appointed to explain; and to this Cor- 
ruption of the Guardians of the Church may 
be attributed that Neglect, I will not ſay Con- 
tempt, of Religion, which, aſſiſted by a Deſire 
of Revenge, has made Count BonNEVAL a 
Baſhaw of three Tails, and Governor of Ara- 


bla.

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He is deſcended from a very noble Family, 
nearly allied to the Blood-Royal of France, and, 


as an eldeſt Son, was formerly Mafter of very 
large Poſſeſſions. He was enroll'd among the 


Muſqueteers when very young, and ſerv'd with 
ſome Spirit under Marſhal LuxzmBours in 


Flanders, being preſent at the taking Namur ; 
ſoon after which his Deſires were gratify'd with 
a Troop of Horſe ; but not finding fufficient 
Opportunities of exerting himſelf in the Cavalry, 
he aſk'd for a Regiment of Foot, obtaining it 
with Eaſe thro' the Friendſhip of the Marſhal, 
who eaſily perceiv'd he promis'd to be a brave 
Soldier, and an Honour to the Service. No 
Man took greater Care in the Choice of his 
Men, whom, while he kept under the exacteſt 
Regulations, he us'd with ſuch paternal Good- 
neſs, that there was no one amongſt them but 
would have ſpilt their Heart's Blood in his Ser- 


vice. 


He diſtinguiſh'd himſelf greatly upon ſeveral

This Uſage diſguſted him conſiderably ; but 


it did not cauſe him to retrench his Expences, 


the Sinews of which were much ſtrengthen d by 


the Deceaſe of his Father about this Time, 


whereby. he acquir'd a large Fortune. Like a 
true Soldier, he now gave himſelf up to Plea- 


ſure.
